The rac-at important witness of the 


day was Charles Guscott, principal of 
the Lattimer school. He heard an un- 
usual noise, and going to the window 
noticed some SO deputies alighting- from 
an electnc car. Miss Coyle, his as- 
sistant, a!so watched them. They lired 
up by the side cf the road, with ri-Tles 
ready. Soon the strikers appear^ I 
marching- in a quiet and orderly ~iran- 
ner. They were halted by the sherul. 
He did not hear the sheriff sayanythin- 
or see him read any paper. One of the 
deputies started to advance 
alone 


v/he-r,another shouted: "If you d-m't 
come back we will shoct you, too" 
The man jumped back, and almost im- 
mediately came a shot, then two o'h^-'s 
and then a volley. Tho strikers started 
and ran in all directions, but 16 fell 
within a few feet. Ke saw on- n-- 
shot while running a hundred va"'-^ 
from the road. He assisted several'of 
the wounded to the sehoolhous«* and 
dressed their wounds.

Costello had the stand, ar.d objection 
had been taken by the defense to the 
admission of his evidence.

put. 
Ccstello finished his evidence, say- 


ing he had seen eight wounded and 
three dead men lying along- the road.

John Lynch testified that he heard 


one deputy say before the shooting, "I 
could get a bead on that fellow." An- 
other said, "I'll get even with the 
at Lattimer." Deputy Ferry told a 
man who was sympathizing with a 
striker that if he did not shut UD he 
would blow his head off. 


Herman Pottunger testified that Dep- 


uty Henry Delhi threatened to "blow 
my brains out if I did not get off the 
road." He heard Deputy Hall say, 
"I'd like to get a pop at them." An- 
other deputy said, "I l^pt I drop six of 
them when I get ever fiare." 


John Fortschek. who raquired an in- 


terpreter, said that he was at West 
Hazleton with the strikers, and saw 
the sheriff threaten to shoct down sev- 
eral men. He stated that the strikers 
had no ciubs or weapons of any 
kind, and that one of the deputies 
pulled the American flag and tore it. 


Simon Kowlski said that when the 


sheriff slopped the strikers at Latti- 
mer he asked where we were going. 
"To Lattimer. to see our fellow work- 
men." he replied. "Th-n he grabbed a 
man by the collar, pul;td him out of 
line and pushed his revolver against 
his throat. The next ir.f-riTnt there was 
a shot, and I ran as ir.ft as I could. 
"When I carne back ilr. Dodson. a dep- 
uty, came over as I «as helping a 
wounded man. and ?:;id: 'You ^un 
away, or m shoct you. too.*"

John Mahala,' the choscn leader of 
the Harwood :stHkers, testified to his 
reading the instructions issued by the 
national* union to avoid violence or 
* disorder. He detailed the unw arranted 
interference w ith the strikers, and the 
shooting Without w arning’. 


Rev. Richard Aust, who conducted 
the funeral services of m any of the 
victims, could not describe the nature 
of the wounds received. 


Rev. Carl H auser testified th a t he 
had examined several of the wounded, 
and all were shot in the side or back. 


The most im portant witness of the 
day was Charles Guscott, principal of 
the L attim er school. 
He heard an u n ­ 
usual noise, and going* to the window 
noticed some 80 deputies alighting from 
an electric car, 
Miss Coyle, his a s ­ 
sistant, also w atched them. They lined 
up by the side of the road, w ith riiles 
ready. Soon 
the 
strikers 
appeared, 
marching in a quiet and orderly m an ­ 
ner. They were halted by the sheriff. 
He did not hear the sheriff say anything 
or see him read any paper. One of the 
deputies started 
to 
advance 
alone, 
whtnfrt another shouted: 
“If j^ou don’t 
come back we will shoot you, too.” 
The m an jum ped back, and alm ost im ­ 
mediately came a shot, then two others, 
and then a volley. 
The strikers started 
and ran in all directions, but 16 fell 
within a few feet. 
Hu saw one m an 
shot while running a hundred yards 
from the road. H e assisted several of 
the wounded to the schoolhouse and 
dressed their wounds. 


On 
F riday 
Schoolmaster 
Guscott 
completed his testim ony and identified 
a num ber of the deputies. 


Dr, H. M. Kc liar, who attended m any 
of the wounded, said th a t of 40 wounds 
on 39 men 5 were shot directly in front, 
9 indirectly in front, 15 r rectly in the 
side, 3 directly in the rear and o in­ 
directly in the rear. Two of the men 
had wounds th a t could have been in- t 
fiioted only while the m an w as ru n ­ 
ning at full speed. 


Rev. S. E. Stafilett, of I-Iazleton, told 
of seeing the paradera en route to 
Lattimer, and of their peaceable and 
orderly demeanor. 


Miss Grace Coyle, Mr. G uscott's as­ 
sistant teacher, was the star witness 
on Friday. 
She detailed the events 
leading' to the shooting, corroborating 
Mr. Guscott, and insisting th a t the 
strikers were peaccabie and orderly. 
Alter the shooting she helped m an y of 
the wounded to the schoolhouse and 
dressed their wounds as best she could. 
There w as blood all over the school­ 
house floor, she said, and she described 
it as a horrible sight. 
She continued; 


“I helped about 12 or 15 of*the wound­ 
ed, and did not see any weapons on any 
of them. W hile I was helping them a 
deputy nam ed Hess laughed at me as 
he walked about smoking a cigar. 
1 
said, ‘You ought to go to C uba/ D ep­ 
uty Clark laughed, and I said to him, 
‘Do you think you've done a glorious 
deed today ?1 I called two more of them 
bums.” 


Miss Coyle stated th a t when she 
learned the strikers were coming she 
dismissed the class, deeming it best th at 
they- should bo a t home. 
This is seized 
upon by the defense as im portant testi­ 
mony for their side, indicating fear of 
the strikers. 


Dr. John J. Corrigan w as the next 
witness, but his testim ony developed 
nothing new. 


Then the com m onw ealth called to the 
stand S. T. Adams, a traveling man, by 
whom it hoped to prove th at some of 
the deputies while journeying to the 
scene of 
the 
shooting made th reats 
th at they would kill some of the strik­ 
ers. 
The witness said he

A KENTUCKIAN WHO HAS IDEAS ALL 


HIS OWN. 


Ami HUH Worked Tli«iu Out In HlH C«iu«- 


trryL»t- A K«iuarkul»l«i Group ofStatu- 
nry-Kvery 1'rrNon and Auluml He Evei 
JUtved to B<> Kepreaeutcd In Marble. 
Here in Mayiield,a flourishing little 


i-ity in the Pennyroyal district of Ken- 
tucky, writes a correspondent of the 
Washington Star, lives one of the 
most interesting characters in the 
state. He has a passion, like unto 
which there was never one possessed 
before—a passion for tombstones. 
Seventy-five years old and well pre- 
served, this man, Mr. Henry G.Wool- 
Jridge, has only begun the task of fit- 
ting up his last resting place. 


"Uncle Henry," as he is familiarly 


known to every one, was born in mid- 
dle Tennessee, November 29, 1822. 
and was the youngest of a family of 
eight children. 
His father died when 


he was but two years old, and his 
mother died fifteen years after. 
His 


four brothers and three sisters are all 
dead now, leaving him the sole sur- 
vivor of the family and "the last of 
his race." 


About five years since Mr. Wool- 


clridge purchased a lot in the May- 
field cemetery and had a marble shaft 
erected to mark his grave, when he 
should he buried there. On this shaft 
he had the date of his birth, a masonic 
emblem and a horse chiseled, leaving 
a space for the date of his death to be 
carved, when he died. 
He was not 


pleased AAith this monument, and had 
4 statue of himself made in Italy and 
mounted by the side of his monument. 
He then concluded to have his statue 
mounted on his favorite horse, "Fop," 
placed with the group, which he did, 
and then had a marble sarcophagus 
?rected, on which he had chiseled a 
likeness of his trusty shotgun. 


"Uncle Henry" was never married, 


never havingexperienced a thrill of IOA e 
for the fairer sex, hence his affections 
were centred upon his dumb animal 
riends. He was a great hunter in his 
younger days, and many a buck has 
felt the sting of death from his gun. 
He was very fond of chasing the cun- 
ning fox, and had a fine pack of 
hounds at his home at all times. 
Mounted upon his hunting horse. 
"Fop," with his favorite foxhound, 
"Bob," in the lead.he has spent mam 
a night in the chase. 
His deerhound, 


"Towhead," was especially dear to 
him. 
and. together with "Bob," is 


placed in front of his mounted statue. 
A. deer is placed in front of 
"Tow- 


head," in the act of running, and a 
fox is before the foxhound, "Bob."' 
Thus does he do homage to the,j#eni- 
ary of his fast friends in the chase of 
earlier days. He had a dear little girl 
friend who kindly attended him dur- 
ing a severe spell of sickness, and he 
das caused to be erected a statue of 
her on his lot. 


He next turned his attention to the 


family, and the first to be remembered 
.vas his mother. 
Her statue stands to 


the right of his and that of his father 
directly in front of her. 
Then a 


favorite niece, Maude, was remembered 
with a statue to the rear of his mother. 


The last work of the sculptor has 


I nst been placed among the group, his 
.hree brothers—John H., William F. 
and Alfred T. "Wooldridge. All these 
statues aud monuments are erected in 
in iuclosure 16 by 30 feet and are sur- 
"ounded by an iron fence.

Colonel Frank J. Parker of WalJa 


\Valla, who served throughout the 
Nex Perces -war of 1877, and was com- 
missioned by the governor of Idaho as 
colonel, "for gallant service in the 
Nez Perces war of 1877," has iu his 
possession a reminder of that war in 
the shape of an Indian war blanket, 
which is stated by Lieutenant (Jush- 
ii|S, United States army, the ethnolo- 
gist, as being the best he ever saw. 
Colonel Parker relates the story of the 
blank etas follows: 


"In the summer of 1877 Captain S. 


CT. Fisher, now Indian agent at Lap- 
tyjii,- Idaho, organized a company of 
fifty Bannock and Shoshone Indians 
und United States scouts and started 
from Fort Hall, Idaho, to assist Gen- 
eral Howard's army against the hostile 
Sez Perces. 
Captain Fisher was well 


suited to lead such an expedition, be- 
ing a frontiersman of many years' ex- 
perience, brave, active and' intelligent. 
He had been post trader among the

^anip, and possibly getting away with 
spine of the enemy's horses. ' They 
fcied their horses in some thick timber 
and proceeded ahead on foot. 
They 


hung on the outskirts of the hostile 
?ainp, and finally two of them entered 
'.t and succeeded in untying one of the 
ivar horses hitched near Chief Joseph's 
lodge, when the camp dogs raised the 
»Iarm. 


"In an instant several warriors were 


3U their feet, and the Bannocks made 
"racks for the Fisher camp, several 
miles back. The Nez Perces took 
after them and pressed so close that 
the Ban nocks had to seek shelter in a 
'ittle hollow, from which they shot 
lefiance and lead at the Xez Perces 
warriors who surrounded them. Al- 
though outnumbered the Bannocks 
stood the enemy off for an hour after 
ilayiight, when the Nez Perces with- 
drew and followed their main camp, 
which by that time the squaws had 
broken, and struck out on their north- 
ern inarch. 


"When the Bannock scouts returned 


to Fisher's camp they had no extra 
horses, and were lucky to get back 
with their lives. 
One of them, Tosi 


Dolby Natsee, which means white- 
faced boy, afterward commemorated 
the event of their close call 
skirmish 


by painting it upon a piece of "sheeting, 
using the juice of wild berries and 
such vermillion as he could crush out 
of the rocks to do the painting with. 
The execution is really wonderful, 
considering that the artist is a wild 
blanket Indian, who never had a les- 
son in painting or any other civilized 
calling. He shows the scene as he 
participated in it. 
_ "To the left is the place where the j 
Xez Perces lodges were, and leading j 
from them are the tracks made bv ' 
their war horses as they pursued the 
Bannocks, and also the tracks made ' 
by the warriors after dismounting. To ' 
the right you see a little bunch of Ban- j 
uock scouts, closely corralled and stand- 
ing off their euemies, and beside them ' 
tie heaps of cartridge sheila which ' 
they have emptied. 
To their left lies i 


a dead warrior. 
A flight of arrows is

shown, but the arrow business in this 
?ase is imaginary, as none "-ere used, 
[t seems impossible for an Indian to 
depict such scenes without the old- 
Hnie arrow gets in. 
Some of the war- 


riors are mounted double, and decked 
out in gay colored war bonnets, these 
being the Xez Perces, while the war 
horses of the dismounted warriors are 
being held by herders close by. The 
| artist's sheet was somewhat small, so

Beetles Ate the Lead. 


That certain bee-ties are by no monn.c 


frightened by lead foil has long been 
recognized, but it is rather discourag- 
ing to add one more to the number 
of these culprits. Ed Stich of Nauheim 
reports that a box somewhat worm eat- 
en was lined with lead. After a while 
holes one-eighth of an inch in diame- 
ter, and distinctly spiral, were noticed 
and traced to the beetle Tetropium luri- 
dum. Linn., which was not yet on the 
list of lead eaters, or rather lead de- 
stroyers. 


A cousin of this insect has 
been 


known to be destructive to lead ch:mi 
bers. There are. unfortunately, many 
insects and animals devoid of that 
sense for the sacred rights of property 
which we expect of everybody but our- 
selves.—Scientific American.

To 
the right you see a little bunch of Ban- 
nock scouts, closely corralled and stand­ 
ing off their enemies, and beside them 
lie heaps of cartridge shells which 
they have emptied. 
To their left lies 
a dead warrior. 
A flight of arrows is 
shown, but the arrow business in this 
°.ase is imaginary, as none ’» ere used. 
It seems impossible for an Indian to 
depict such scenes without the old- 
time arrow gets in. 
Home of the war­ 
riors are mounted double, and decked 
out in gay colored war bonnets, these 
being the Nez Perces, while the war 
horses of the dismounted warriors are 
being held by herders close by. 
The 
artist’s sheet was somewhat small, so 
the distance between the surrounding 
scouts and the Nez Perces should be 
judged on a scale of about a yard to 
the inch.”—-Spokane (Wash.)

The chemist says: ''This 
is a pure ore and its freedom from sul- 
phur and phosphorus greatly enhances 
its value,and makes it a very desirable ore 
for the manufacture of the best grades 
of iron. 


Oil Company's New Line. 


The Standard Oil Company is hard at 


work laying another pipe line through 
York County. Last week twenty teams 
were hauling pipe from railroad stations 
to points along the old line which cross- 
es the Susquehanna H miles from New 
Holland. This line starts from a point 
near New Holland and runs through Star- 
view toTorge Hill, to Fousttown. through 
Weiglestown to Dover, from Dover it 
crosses to Adams Count}-, where it runs 
close to East Betlin, and through to Mary- 
land. As soon as the weather permits 
over 200 men will be employed to dig 
trenches and complete the line. The 
pipes are eight inches in diameter and 
each section is sixteen feet long. It will 
require nearly the whole summer to put 
the line in working condition. 


The cofferdam will not be laid across 


the river until the water reaches its low- 
est stage, which will probably be some- 
time in July. Then the connection will 
be made between the Lancaster and York 
County sides, as quickly as possible.

Oil Company's N tw Line. 


The Standard Oil Company is hard at 
work laying another pipe line through 
York County. 
Last week twenty teams 
were hauling pipe from railroad stations 
to points along the old line which cross­ 
es the Susquehanna H miles from New 
Holland. This line starts from a point 
near New Holland and runs through Star- 
view torForge Hill, to Fousttown, through 
Weiglestown to Dover, from Dover it 
crosses to Adams Count}»’, where it runs 
close to East Betlin, and through to Mary­ 
land. As soon as tho weather permits 
over 200 men will bo employed to dig 
trenches and complete the line. 
The 
pipes are eight inches in diameter and 
each section is sixteen feet long. It will 
require nearly the whole summer to put 
the line in working condition. 


The cofferdam will not be laid across 
the river until tho water reaches its low­ 
est stage, which will probably bo some­ 
time in July, Then tho connection will 
be made between the Lancaster and York 
County sides, as quickly as possible.

John Fox, Jr., writes in sorrowful 


protest to Harper's Weekly about the 
advertisement of his story, The Keu- 
tnckians, which appeared in Harper's 
Magazine for November. The adver- 
tisement says of Mr. For, "No one 
else has told so graphically the story 
of the family feuda that were formerly 
eocommonin the Blue-Grass regions," 
but Mr. Fox declares that one of his 
chief purposes in writing Kentucky 
etories has been "to relieve the Blue- 
Glass region of a prevalent slander 
that the feuds of the mountains are 
common to it." "There are no feuds 
in the Blue-Glass," he writes; "there 
never have been." "It is quite trite," 
adds the "Weekly, "that iu The Ken- 
tuckians he has emphasized and made 
very clear and comprehensible that 
the Kentuckians of the mountains, 
.'/here the 
fends have flourished, 


chough of kindred stock with Blue- 
Glass people, developed very differ- 
ently, and, after three or four genera- 
tions of rude and isolated life, were 
primitive and almost semi-barbarous 
people, whereas the Blue-Glass folk 
are at least as far along in civilization 
as their neighbors of the North aud 
East." 


For several months a new system 


of trading has been in vogue in Wash- 
ington, known as "the stamp plan." 
A customer going into a store which 
belongs to the association, relates the 
Chicago Record, is given a ten cent 
stamp with every dollar's worth of 
merchandise purchased. 
That stamp 


is accepted in payment for other mer- 
chandise purchased at a central agency 
conducted by the manager of the as- 
sociation. This system has become 
quite popular, but has been com- 
plained of by merchants who have not 
adopted it, and at their instigation 
the authorities arrested the manager 
and one of the most prominent mer- 
chants in town on the charge of con- 
ducting a gift enterprise in violation 
of an act of congress. The defendants 
were convicted and fined §100 each, 
but their attorney gave notice of an 
appeal, and they were released upon ; 
bonds of 8500 until a test case may be i 
carried to the upper courts to deter- ' 
mine the constitutionality of the law. 
The counsel for the stamp company , 
argued that the offering of a premium ! 
equally to all customers is not viola- 
tion of the law. because the element 
of chance does not enter into the 
transaction—the 
merchant 
simply 


gives the customer a discount or a re- 
bate upon the purchase price. 
He 


holds that if the stamp system i« un- 
lawful, the Rochdale system and all 
other co-operative enterprises are 
equally so, and that tea merchants 
and others who give away china and ' 
glassware and chromos are guilty of a 
violation of the law. Several soap 
companies and cigar dealers offer pre 
' 


niiums for patronage in the same 
manner. The stamp system is iu use 
in several other cities, ami the mana- 
ger claims its legality has never be- 
fore been questioned. 
It will be 


several months before the court of 
appeals can hear the case, but tbe de- 
cision will be a matter of general in- 
terest.

There are many articles of daily and 


hourly use, constantly passing before 
our eyes and through our hands, about 
the production of which we know com- 
paratively little or nothing. An inter- 
esting example of this is tortoise shell. 
from which combs and hairpins are 
made, besides a multitude of trinkets 
for the dressing table, the dok and 
the pocket. 
Fierce crusades have 


been instituted in recent years against 
the slaughter of birds for the procure- 
ment of their plumage for hat trim- 
mings, and yet I venture to say that 
the process of procuring tortois'e shell 
is a cruelty to animal life which far 
exceeds that to which birds are sub- 
jected. 


In the eighties I happened to be 


down in Bluefields, on that awful Mos- 
quito coast, and at the invitation of 
one Manuel Latona, who was the own- 


of a small schooner, 


went with him to the oay El Roiicador 
for tortoise shell. This cay get its 
name (which in English would be the 
Suorer) from the exceedingly angry 
surf, which can be heard for a long 
distance breaking over the reefs. 
El 


Roncador is nothing more nor less 
than a typical coral island, such as is 
found throughout the southern seas, 
three-quarters of a mile long, perhaps, 
aud not more than a quarter of a mile 
across its widest part. 
Surrounding 


the island is a reef, inside of which 
the wnter is smooth aud rather shal- 
low; and at the bottom of this shallow 
water there grows a peculiar kind of 
sea grass, which is a dainty food for 
the turtle tribes. 
There is also found 


on the top of the water inside the reef 
a sort of small blubber fish, called iu 
Spanish dedalcs, 
or thimble fish, 


which is, perhaps, the greatest deli- 
cacy of the entire turtle menu. 


The turtle whose shell is valued in 


commerce is a small species known as 
the hawk's bill. During the night the 
turtles crawl up on the shore to lay 
their eggs, each female depositing on 
an average about seventy. To do this 
they dig holes in the sand about two 
feet deep, and after laying the eggs 
cover them over so deftly that it is 
almost impossible for a novice to find 
them. These eggs are really delicious 
svheu roasted, but the turtle fishers 
are careful not to destroy those they 
do not take for food, so as to promote 
as much as possible the increase of 
this valuable sea reptile. At night 
the fishers conceal themselves along 
the shore as well as possible, and 
when the turtles come up out of the 
water on the beach, they rush forth 
and turn them over on their back with 
iron hooks, leaving them secure iu 
this position until nioruing. 


The tortoise shell of commerce is 


not, as generally believed, the horny 
covering or shell proper of the turtle; 
it is the scales which cover the shield. 
These scales are thirteen in number, 
eight of them being flat and the other 
five somewhat curved. Four of those 
that are flat are quite large, sometimes 
being as much as twelve inches long 
and seven inches broad, nearly trans- 
parent and beautifully variegated in 
color with red, yellow, white and dark 
brown clouds, which give the effects 
so fully brought out when the shell is 
properly polished. 
A turtle of aver- 


age size will furnish 
about eight 


pounds of these laminae, or scales, 
each piece being from an eighth to a 
quarter of an inch in thickness. 


It is the method by which these 


scales are loosened which is the re- 
pulsive part of the business. The 
turtles are not killed, as that would 
lead to their extermination in a very 
few years. 
After capturing them the 


fishers wait for daylight to complete 
the work. The turtles are turned 
over again in their natural position 
and fastened firmly to the ground b> 
means of pegs; then a bunch of dried 
leaves or sea grass is spread evenly 
over the back of the turtle and set 
afire. ^The heat is not great enough 
to injure the shell, merely causing it 
to separate the joints. A large blade, 
very similar in shape to a chemist's 
spatula, is then inserted horizontally 
between the laminae, which are gently 
pried from the back. Great care rnnst 
be taken not to injure the shell by too 
much heat, and yet it is not forced ofl 
until it is fully prepared for separa- 
tion by a sufficient amount of warmth. 


The operation. :i* one may readiK 


imagine, is the c\!renae of cruelty, 
and many turtles do not survive it. 
Most of them do live, however, and 
thrive, and iu time grow a new cover- 
iug. just as a »3»n \»ill grow anew 
finger nail in place of one he might 
lose. The peculiarity of the second 
growth of shell, though, is that instead 
of reproducing the original number oJ 
thirteen segments, it :« restored in 
one soJitl piece.

John Fox, Jr., writes in sorrowful 
protest to H arper’s Weekly about the 
advertisement of his story, The K en­ 
tuckians, which appeared in H arper’s 
Magazine for November. 
The adver­ 
tisement says of Mr. For, “No one 
else has told so graphically the story 
of the family feuds that were formerly 
eo common in the Blue-Grass regions/ 1 
but Mr. Fox declares that one of his 
chief purposes in writing Kentucky 
stories has been “ to relieve the Blue- 
Glass region of a prevalent slander 
that the feuds of the mountains are 
common to it.” 
“ There are no feuds 
in the Blue-Glass,” he v^rites; “ there 
never have been/* “It is quite tru e,” 
adds the Weekly, “ that in The K en­ 
tuckians he has emphasized and made 
very clear and comprehensible that 
the Kentuckians of the mountains, 
.‘/here the 
feuds 
have flourished, 
chough of kindred stock with Blue- 
Glass people, developed very differ­ 
ently, and, after three or four genera­ 
tions of rude and isolated life, were 
primitive and almost semi-barbarotis 
people, whereas the Blue-Glass folk 
are at least as far along in civilization 
as their neighbors of the North and 
E ast.” 


For several months a new system 
of trading has been in vogue in Wash­ 
ington, known as “ the stamp plan. ” 
A customer going into a store which 
belongs to the association, relates the 
Chicago Record, is given a ten cent 
»tamp with every dollar’s worth of 
merchandise purchased. 
That stamp 
is accepted in payment for other mer­ 
chandise purchased at a central agency 
conducted by the manager of the as­ 
sociation. 
This system has become 
quite popular, but has been com­ 
plained of by merchants who have not 
adopted it, and at tlieir instigation 
the authorities arrestel the manager 
and one of the most prominent mer­ 
chants in town on the charge of con­ 
ducting a gift enterprise in violation 
of an act of congress. The defendants 
were convicted and fined $ 1 0 0 each, 
but their attorney gave notice of an 
appeal, and they were released upon 
bonds of $500 until a test case may be 
carried to the upper courts to deter­ 
mine the constitutionality of tho law. 
The counsel for tho stamp company 
argued that the offering of a premium 
equally to all customers is not viola­ 
tion of the law, because tho element 
of chance does not enter into 
th/3 
transaction- -the 
merchant 
simply 
gives the customer a discount or a re­ 
bate upon the purchase price. 
Ho 
holds that if the stamp system is un­ 
lawful, the Rochdale system and all 
other co-operative 
enterprises are 
equally so, and that tea merchants 
and others who give away china and 
glassware and chromos are guilty of a 
violation of the law, 
»Several soap 
companies and cigar dealers oiler pro 
miums for patronage in the same 
manner. 
The stamp system is in use 
in several other cities, and the mana­ 
ger claims its legality has never be­ 
fore been questioned.

There are many articles of daily and 
hourly use, constantly passing before 
our eyes and through our hands, about 
the production of which we know com­ 
paratively little or nothing. An inter­ 
esting example of this is tortoiseshell, 
from which combs and hairpins are 
made, besides a multitude of trinkets 
for the dressing table, the desk and 
the pocket. 
Fierce crusades have 
been instituted in recent years against 
tho slaughter of birds for the procure­ 
ment of their plumage for hat trim­ 
mings, and yet I venturo to say that 
the process of procuring tortoise shell 
is a cruelty to animal life which far 
exceeds that to which birds are sub­ 
jected. 


In the eighties T happened to be 
down in Blueiields, on that awful Mos­ 
quito coast, and at the invitation of 
one Manuel Latona, who was tho own­ 
er and captain of a small schooner, 
went with him to the cay El Roncador 
for tortoise shell. 
This cay get its 
name (which in English would be the 
Snorer) from the exceedingly angry 
surf, which can be heard for a long 
distance breaking over the reefs. 
El 
Roncador is nothing more nor less 
than a typical coral island, such as is 
found throughout the southern seas, 
three-quarters of a mile long, perhaps, 
and not more than a quarter of a mile 
across its widest part. 
Surrounding 
the island is a reef, inside of which 
the water is smooth and rather shal­ 
low: and at the bottom of this shallow 
water there grows a peculiar kind of 
sea grass, which is a dainty food for 
the turtle tribes. 
There is also found 
on the top of the water inside the reef 
a sort of small blubber fish, called in 
Spanish dedalcs, 
or 
thimble fish, 
which is, perhaps, the greatest deli­ 
cacy of the entire turtle menu. 


The turtle whose shell is valued in 
commerce is a small species known as 
the hawk’s bill. 
During the night the 
turtles crawl up on the shore to lay 
their eggs, each female depositing on 
an average about seventy. 
To do this 
they dig holes in the sand about two 
feet deep, and after laying the eggs 
cover them over so deftly that it is 
almost impossible for a novice to find 
them. These eggs are really delicious 
when roasted, but the turtle fishers 
are careful not to destroy those they 
do not take for food, so as to promote 
as much as possible the increase of 
this valuable sea reptile. 
At night 
the fishers conceal themselves along 
the shore as well as possible, and 
when the turtles come up out of the 
water on the beach, they rush forth 
and turn them over on their back with 
iron houks, leaving them secure in 
this position until morning. 


"The tortoise shell of commerce is 


not, as generally believed, the horny 
covering or shell proper of the turtle; 
it is the scales which cover the shield. 
These scales are thirteen in number, 
eight of them being flat and the other 
five somewhat curved. 
Four of those 


that are flat are quite large, sometimes

Homemade Candies. 


Homemade candies are much uicei 


and cheaper than those bought at the 
confectioner's.

recipes that I know to be excellent.

Hobart Candy—Into the whites ol 


- two eggs Stir as ,mueh confectioner's 


4 x sugar as will make a soft dough. 
Mix into this chopped walnuts, almonds 
or filberts; press out flat on a molding 
board and cut in squares. 
Use an^ 


flavoring desired. 


McEinley Candy—One cup sugar, 


one-third cup water, one-fourth tea- 
spoonfnl cream of tartar, butter the 
size of an egg; boil fifteen minutes. 
Do not stir till taken from the fire, 
then add one cup chopped walnuts 
and flavor to suit faste. 


Taffy—Three cups sugar, one cup 


vinegar, butter size of a walnut, one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. Cook till it be- 
gins to harden when dropped in cold 
water. Do not stir. When done pour 
out into shallow buttered pans. 
This 


makes quite a large quantity. The 
recipe can be changed so as to make 
less. 


Brownies—Three cups white suga'-, 


one-half cup water, cook rapidly for 
twenty minutes, turn out on a* but- 
tered platter and with a spoon stir till 
cool. Butter the fingers and form in- 
to balls. 
Stick upon a large pin and 


dip into chocolate which has been set 
over a steamer till melted. 
Then lay 


upon a buttered plate to dry. 


Chocolate Candy—Three cups sugar, 


one cup molasses, one cup milk, one- 
half cup butter, one-half cup grated 
chocolate, two teaspoonfnls of flour. 
Boil the molasses, butter, flour and 
sugar for fifteen minutes. Stir the 
chocolate into the milk and pour into 
the boiling syrnp. Boil all together 
till done. 
Add one teaspoonfnl vanil- 


la just before it is poured out. 
Cool

Ohamborliu of C. W. Chamberliu & 
Co. from Joseph Green, Colonel of the 
First Regiment of the National Guard 
of Washington, and an 
influential 


business man, who left Seattle iu July 
last for the Klondike by way of Dye* 
and the Chilkuot Pass. 


"I arrived here on August 2:-) in good 


shape, without any serious accident, 
though I had quite an experience. J 
ran niy boat through the canon and 
portaged the White Horse Rapids, as 
my boat was not long enough to run 
through without great risk of getting 
everything wet. 
Nearly all who came 


up with me on the steamer Alki are 
now here, or will be in a few days. 
This is my first chance to send out a 
letter. 


"This is a lively camp, and all who 


desire to do well are making money. 
Wages are .$10 a day for common labor, 
$15 for mechanics, and $15 at the 
mines; but grub is very high here 
now. 
Almost everybody carries a 


sack of gold dust, and passes it over 
to the clerk or dealer to take out the 
amount of purchase. Every kind of 
gambling game is running wide open. 
A man sits down to any kind of a 
game he desires, passes his sack to 
the dealer, and names the number oi 
chips he desires and plays away. 
Games run pretty high, too —up intc 
the three figures. 
E\ery one seems 


to have plenty of dust. 
Everybody 


looks alike so far as clothing is con- 
cerned. The richest mine owners will 
ompare favorably, in wearing apparel, 
to the common tramps of Seattle. 


"I haven't been iclle since I arrived 


bere, I can assure you. I have staked 
mt a town lot in the resident portion 
of this fair city, 50x60 feet in size. On 
;he second day after my arrival I went 
out on a stampede and staked out a 
•laini on Sulphur Creek. 
This creek 


s fort}'-five miles from Dawson. It was 
only recently discovered. Every claim 
on it has been located. 
Only two 


claims have been worked any yet, but 
;hey are proving quite good. I saw 
;wo men with a rocker at work on one 
of them, and they took out $125 in 
three hours. 
On the other claim, held 


by Whittemore, who used to be em- 
ployed in the King County court 
liouse at Seattle, and three other men, 
hey took out with sluice boxes in two 
A-eeks $3000 and found one nugget, 
which I saw, which weighed $9.15. 
The 
claim 
I 
staked is only a 


short distance down the creek from 
this one. I am certain that it will 
prove good. If my grub arrives soon 
I will put in nine months this winter 
workingi it. I will put in some work 
anyway on what grub I can buy in 
case the steamer don't arrive. 


"Winter is now near and log houses 


are building all around my tent. I 
have the material all out for our 


j :-abin, and when my partner arrives 


from a creek to which he has gone, 
near Sulphur we will rush it up in a 
hurry. 


"While out locating my claim M e 


camped one night about thirty miles 
from here. When I awoke in the 
morning I found that my shoes were 
frozen stiff. 
Had I not had on very 


heavy socks I should have been in a 
pretty fix.

reduce expenditures on the outlay foi 
luxuries

money spent for food, for medicine*- 
or for fuel is capable of far less re­ 
duction than that for amusements, foi 
wages or for clothing, and a system oi 
accounts which will show at once where 
expenses can be lessened is entitled to 
respectful consideration. 


H o m e m a d e Caiulie*. 


Homemade candies are much uicei 
and cheaper than those bought at the 
confectioner's. 
Following are some 
recipes that I know to be excellent, 
says “ Aunt H arriet” in the American 
Agriculturist: 


Hobart Candy-—Into the whites oi 
two eggs fctir as inuoh confectioner’s 
i x sugar as will make a soft dough. 
Mix into this chopped walnuts, almonds 
or lilberts; press out flat on a molding 
hoard and cut in squares. 
Use any 
flavoring desired, 


McKinley Candy- -One cup sugar, 
one-third cap water, one-fourth tea­ 
spoonful cream of tartar, butter the 
size of an egg; boil fifteen minutes. 
Do not stir till taken from the lire, 
then add one cup chopped walnuts 
and flavor to suit taste. 


Taffy—Three cups sugar, one cup 
Vinegar, butter size of a walnut, one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. Cook till it be­ 
gins to harden when dropped in cold 
water. 
Do not stir. When done pour 
out into shallow buttered pans. 
This 
makes quite a large quantity. 
The 
recipe can be changed so as to make 
less. 


Brownies—Three cups white sugar, 
one-half cup water, cook rapidly for 
twenty minutes, turn out on a but­ 
tered p] at ter and with a spoon stir till 
cool. 
Butter the lingers and form in­ 
to balls. 
Stick upon a large pin and 
dip into chocolate which has been set 
over a steamer till melted. 
Then lay 
upon a buttered plate to dry. 


Chocolate Candy- -Three cups sugar, 
on© cup molasses, one cup milk, one- 
half cup butter, one-half cup grated 
chocolate, two teaspoonfuls of flour. 
Boil the molasses, butter, flour and 
sugar for fifteen minutes. 
Stir the 
chocolate into the milk and pour into 
the boiling syrup. 
Boil all together 
till done. 
Add one teaspoonful vanil­ 
la just before it is poured out. 
Cool 
in buttered pans.

LIFE IN THE KLONDIKE. 


G a m b lin g a n d S h o p p in g W ith 
H unt - 
Klehe* o n S u lp h u r C reek , 


The following letter has been re­ 
ceived at Seattle, Wash., 
by C, W, 
Chamberlin of 0. W. Chamberlin & 
Co. from Joseph Green, Colonel of the 
First Regiment of the National Guard 
of Washington, and an 
influential 
business man, who left Seattle in July 
last for the Klondike by way of Dye» 
and the Chilkoot Pass. 


“ I arrived here on August 23 in good 
shape, without any serious accident, 
though I had quite an experience. 
J 
ran my boat through the canon and 
portaged the White Horse Rapids, as 
my boat was not long enough to run 
through without great risk of getting 
everything wet. 
Nearly all who came 
up with me on the steamer Alki are 
now here, or will be in a few days. 
This is my first chance to send out a 
letter. 


“ This is a lively camp, and all who 
desire to do well are making money. 
Wages are $10 a day for common labor, 
$15 for mechanics, and $15 at the 
mines; but grub is very high here 
now. 
Almost 
everybody carries 
a 
sack of gold dust, and passes it over 
to the clerk or dealer to take out the 
amount of purchase. 
Every kind of 
gambling game is running wide open. 
A man sits down to any kind of a 
game he desires, passes his sack to 
the dealer, and names the number oi 
chips he desires and plays away. 
Games run pretty high, too—up intc 
the three figures. 
Every one seems 
to have plenty of dust. 
Everybody 
looks alike so far as clothing is con­ 
cerned. 
The richest mine owners will 
compare favorably, in wearing apparel, 
to the common tramps of Seattle. 


“I haven't been idle since I arrived 
here, I can assure you. 
I have staked 
out a town lot in the resident portion 
of this fair city, 50x60 feet in size. On 
the second day after my arrival I went 
out on a stampede and staked out a 
claim on Sulphur Creek. 
This creek 
is forty-five miles from Dawson. It was 
only recently discovered. Every claim 
on it has been located. 
Only two 
claims have been worked any yet, but 
they are proving quite good. 
I saw 
two men with a rocker at work on one 
of them, and they took out $125 in 
three hours. 
On the other claim, held 
by Whittemore, who used to be em­ 
ployed in the King County court 
house at Seattle, and three other men, 
•hey took out with sluice boxes in two 
.veeks $3000 and found one nugget, 
which I saw, which weighed $9.15. 
The 
claim 
I 
staked is only 
a 
short distance down the creek from 
this one. 
I am certain that it will 
prove good. 
If my grub arrives soon 
I will put in nine months this winter 
working^ it.

HIS OWN. 


And Utxn ^Vorkod Tln'iu Out In IIIh 


tory 
A Uenmrkiiblc Group ofStjitu- 


ury-I'^vory I'ri'Rini uiKl Aiilinal lie Kvei 
l^ovvd to Bo lí<»preí<íMilod In Miirble. 
Here in Mayfield,a flourishing little 
city in the Pennyroyal district of Ken- 
tucky, Avrites a correspondent 
of the 
Wasixingtou Star, 
lives one of 
the 
moflt interesting 
characters iu 
the 
state. 
He has a passicm, like unto 
which there Avas never one possessed 
before—a passion 
for 
tombstones, 
tíeventy-iive 
years old and Avell pre- 
served, this man, Mr. Henry G.Wool- 
dridge, has only begun the task of fit- 
ting up his last resting place. 


"Uncle Henry," as he is familiarly 
known to every one, Avas born in mid- 
dle Tennessee, NoA-ember 29, 1822, 
and Avas the youngest 
of a family of 
eight children. 
His father died -when 
lie Avas but tAvo years old, and hia 
mother died fifteen years after. 
His 
four brothers and three sisters are all 
dead uoav, leaving him the sole sur- 
viA'or of the family and "Üie last of 
his race." 


About five years since Mr, Wool- 
(Iridge purchased 
a lot in the May- 
field cemetery and had a marble shaft 
erected to mark his grave, 
Avhen he 
should he buried there. On this shaft 
he had the date of his birth, a masonic 
emblem and a horse chiseled, leaving 
a space for th<3 date of his death to be 
carved, Avheii he died. 
He Avaa not 
pleased Avith this monument, and had 
A statue of himself made in Italy and 
mounted by the side of his monument. 
He then concluded to have his statue 
mounted on his faA'oritehorse, "Fop," 
placed Avith the group, Avhich he did, 
and then had a marble sarcophagus 
=^rected, on Avhich he had chiseled a 
likeness of liis trusty shotgun. 


"Uncle Henry" Avas never married, 
ucA'er having ex])erienced a thrill of love 
for the fairer sex,hence his aflections 
were centred upon his dumb animal 
"riends. He Avas a great hunter in his 
younger days, and many a buck has 
felt the stiiig of death from his gun. 
He Avas very fond of chasing the cun- 
ning fox, and had a fine pack of 
hounds at his 
home at all times. 
Mounted upon his hunting 
horse, 
"Fop," Avith his favorite foxhound, 
"Bob," in the lead,he has spent man;v 
a night in the chase. 
Hisdeerhound, 
"Towhead," Avas especially dear to 
him, and, together Avith "Bob," is 
placed in front of his mounted statue. 
A deer is placed iu front of 
"Toav- 
head," iu the act of running, a n d a 
fox is before the foxhound, 
"Bob." 
Thus does he do homage to the^y^em- 
3ry of his fast friends in the .chase of 
riarlier days. He had a dear little girl 
friend Avho kindly attended 
him dur- 
ing a seA'ere spell of sickness, aud he 
lias caused to be erected a statue of 
her on his lot. 


He next turned his attention to the 
family, and the first to be rememlJered 
»vas his mother. 
Her statue stands to 
the right of his aud that of his 
father 
Jirectly in front of her. 
Then 
a 
favorite niece, Maude, Avas remembered 
with a statue to the rear of his mother. 


The last work of the sculptor has 
just been placed among the group, his 
,hree brothers—John H., William F. 
and Alfred T, Wooldridge. 
All these 
statues aud monuments are erected in 
xn inclosure 16 by 
feet and are sur- 
vounded by an iron fence. 
The 
old 
man is not yet satisfied Avith the silent 
guards he Avill have above him Avhile 
iie sleeps the long sleep, aud Avill en- 
large his lot soon to havo the statues 
jf his sisters erected Avííh his other 
relatives. 


The arrangement, as Avell as the 
idea, is very unique, and it is a very 
rare thing that a stranger visits May- 
fleld Avithout going out to seethe 
wonderful collection 
Avhich 
stands 
upon Mr. Wooldridge's lot. 


His lot is situated on the broAV of a 
small hill,to the right of the entrance, 
and can be seen a great distance from 
the cemetery. 


"Uncle Henry" Avants every person 
aud every creature he loved repre- 
sented in his collection, 
and says ho 
will have them all there, if he lives 
long enough to see it carried 
out. 
While he has excellent health for one 
of his age, he is constantly preparing 
for the final summons, and has pur- 
chased his metallic casket, and his 
robe, in which he Avishes to be laid in 
the tomb to rest. 
He has spent 
thousands of dollars in preparing his 
lot, and has much more at his com- 
mand, being a very Avealthy inan. 
He has no near relatives living to 
whom he Avill leave his estate, and his 
greatest desire is to have his loved 
ones close to him in death. 


He lives Avith none of his relations, 
but has built him a home, and has 
housekeepers to attend his wants, lie 
takes a drive every day, 
and ahvays 
takes a look at his lot in the cemetery 
while he is out driving. 


His life is nearly spent now, 
and, 
Avhen the summons has come at last, 
and "Uncle Henry" lies down to rest, 
tho SAveet Lotes of the southern mock- 
ing bird will cheer the graven image« 
during their 
silent watch 
o'er the 
tomb, 
and the coming 
generationu 
will have cause to wonder ,what man- 
ner of man could have possessed suck 
a pticuliar passion.

Bix months or a year may frequenth 
pass before the memory of tho dead 
Karen receives the honor which is its 
due. 


When a good time coines for wed- 
dings the renuiins are taken from tlieir 
resting place and set upon a platform 
which has been prepared fur them, 
and the eigible bachelors and mar-

is accepted in payment for other mer- 
chandise purchased at a central agency 
conducted by the manager 
of the as- 
sociation. 
This 
s^'stem has 
become 
quite 
jDopular, but 
has been 
com- 
plained of by merchants who have not 
adtipted it, and at their 
instigation 
the authorities arrestel the manager 
and one of the most iH'ominent mer- 
chants in town on the charge of con- 
ducting a gift enteriM'ise in 
violation 
of an act of congress. 
The defendants 
were couA'icted and fined .$100 each, 
but their attoniey gave notice of an 
appeal, and they Avere released uj^ou 
bonds of $500 until a test case may be 
carried to the upper courts to deter- 
mine the constitutionality of the law. 
The counsel for the stamp 
company 
argned that the ofiering of a iweniinm 
equally to all cnstomers is not viola- 
tion of the law, because the element 
of chance 
does not enter into 
thp 
transactioai- -the 
merchant 
simply 
gives t]ie customer a discount or a re- 
bate 
wpon the iDurchase j^i'ice.

liolds that if the stamp system is un- 
lawful, the Bochdale system and all

The stamp systean is in use 
in several other cities, and the mana- 
ger claims its legality has never be- 
fore 
been 
questioned. 
It Avill be 
Beveral months before the court of 
appeals can hear the case, but the de- 
cision will be a matter of general ju- 
terest.

CRUELTY 
TO TURTLE. 


HOW TORTOISE SHELL IS OBTAINED 
OFF THE MOSQUITO 
COAST. 


virion Sol on the T^lvlnjc Tuvtl«» to Sopuvnto 


tho Hony I^ayt'r« of tho Ifotiflo Ho iJvon 
ill —Miiiiy Turilo« l>o Not Survlvo Tholr 
TroHtinoiit. 
There are many articles of daily aud 
hourly use, constantly passing before 
our eyes and thr<mgh our hands, about 
the ]n'oduction of Avhich Ave know com- 
paratively little or nothing. 
An inter- 
esting example of this is tortoise shell, 
from which combs and hairpins are 
made, besides a multitnde of 
trinkets 
for the dressing table, 
tho desk and 
the 
pocket, 
Fierce ci'usades 
have 
been instituted inrocent years against 
the slaiightei^ of birds for the procure- 
ment of their 
plumage for 
hat trim- 
mings, and yet I venture to say 
that 
the jn'ocpss of procuring tortoise shell 
is a cruelty to animal life which far 
exceeds that to which birds are sub- 
jected. 


In the eighties T happened to be 
doAvn in Bluelields, on that aAvi'ul Mos- 
quito coast, and at the invitation of 
ono Manuel Latona, AvhoAvastho own- 
er aud captain of 
a small 
schooner, 
went with him to the cay El Koncador 
f<n' tortoise shell. 
This cay 
get its 
name (which in English Avould be the 
Hnorer) from the exceedingly 
angry 
surf, which can be heard for a long 
distance breaking over the reefs. 
El 
Koncador is nothing more nor less 
than a typical coral island, such as is 
found tiiroughcmt the southern seas, 
three-cpiarters of a mile long, perhai)s, 
and not more than a quarter of a mile 
across its Avidest 
part, 
Surroixuding 
the island 
is a reef, inside 
of which 
the wiiter is smooth and 
rather shal- 
low; aud at the bottom of this shalloAV 
water there grows a peculiar kind of 
sea grass, Avhich is a dainty food for 
the turtle tribes. 
There is also found 
on the top of the water inside the reef 
a sort of small blubber iish, called in 
ril)anish 
dedalcs, 
or 
thimble 
iish, 
which is, perhai)s, the 
greatest 
deli- 
cacy of the entire turtle menu. 


The turtle Avhose shell is A'alued in 
commerce is a small species known as 
the hawk's bill. 
During the night the 
turtles crawl up on the shore 
to lay 
their eggs, each female depositing on 
an average about seventy. 
To do this 
they dig holes in the sand about two 
feet deep, and after 
laying the 
eggs 
cover them 
over so deftly that it 
is 
almost impossible for a novice to iind 
them. These eggs are really delicious 
when roasted, 
but the turtle iishers 
are careful not to destroy those 
they 
do not take for food, so as to i:)romote 
as much as possible 
the increase 
of 
this vaUiable 
sea 
reptile. 
At night 
the Ushers conceal 
themselves along 
the shore 
as 
Avell 
as 
possible, and 
when the turtles come up out 
of 
the 
water on the 
beach, they rush forth 
and turn them over on their back Avith 
iron hooks, leaving 
them 
secure 
in 
this position until morning. 


"The tortoise shell of commerce 
is 
not, as generally believed, the 
horny 
covering or shell proper of the 
turtle; 
it is the scales which cover tbe shield. 
These scales are thirteen in number, 
eight of them being flat and the other 
five somewhat curved. 
I^our of those 
that are flat are quite large, sometimes 
being as much as twelve 
inches long 
and seven inches broad, nearly trans- 
parent and beautifully 
variegated 
in 
color with red, yellow, Avhite and dark 
brown clouds, Avhich give 
the effects 
so fully brought out Avhen the shell is 
properly polished. 
A turtle of 
aver- 
age 
size 
Avill furnish 
about 
eight 
pounds 
of these 
laminae, or 
scales, 
each piece being from an eighth 
to a 
quarter of an inch in thickness. 


It is 
the method 
by 
M hich 
these 
scales are loosened 
which is 
the re- 
pulsive part 
of 
the 
business. 
The 
turtles are not killed, as that 
would 
lead to their extermination in a very 
few years. 
After capturing them the 
iishers Avait for daylight to 
complete 
the work. 
The 
turtles 
are 
turned 
over again in 
their 
natural jjosition 
and fastened firmly to the ground hy 
means of pegs; then a bunch of dried 
leaves or sea grass is spread 
evenly 
over the 
back of 
the turtle 
and set 
atire. 
s T h e heat is not 
great 
enough 
to injure the shell, merely causing it 
to separate the joints. 
A large blade, 
very similar in shape io 
a 
c h e m i s t ' s 
spatula, is then inserted 
liorizuntally 
between the laminae, which are gentl.v 
pried from the back, 
(h eat care must 
be taken not to injure the shell by too 
much heat, i\nd yet it is not foj-ced oil 
until it is fully prepared for separa- 
tion by a .surtuuent amount of Avarmth. 


The o])eration, us one may readil;^ 
imagine, is the 
extreme of 
cruelty, 
and nuiny turtles 
do not 
survive it. 
Most or them do 
live, however, and 
thrive, ami in time grow a neAV cover- 
ing, just as a 
n)au will 
grow a neAv 
linger nail 
in place of 
one he niight 
lose. 
The peculiarity 
of tho second 
growth of shell, though, is that instead 
of rejH'oducing the original number oi 
thirteen segments, 
it 
is restored 
in 
one solid piece. 


To see the operation of taking the 
shell from the living turtle once ifc 
about all a man of northern 
breeding' 
wants of it; and if thehelplessreptile^ 
had tl)e power of voiciiig their suflfer- 
ings under it, their cries would tell oJ 
as heartless a business as man has yet 
engaged in.—New York Post.

Taffy—Three cuj^s sugar, one cup 
vinegar, butter size of a walnxit, oue- 
lialf teaspoon vanilla. Cook till it be- 
gins to harden when dropped in cold 
water. 
Do not stir. When done pour 
out into shallow buttered pans. 
This 
makes quite a large quantity. 
The 
recij^e can be changed so as to make 
less. 


Brownies—Three cups white sugar, 
one-half cup water, cook rapidly foi' 
twenty minutes, turn out on a but- 
tered platter and with a simoon stir till 
cool. 
Butter the lingers and form in- 
to balls. 
Htick upon a large pin and 
dij) into chocolate which has been set 
over a steamer till melted. 
Then lay 
upon a buttered iDlate to dry. 


Chocolate Candy- -Three cups sugar, 
ono cup molaases, one cup milk, one- 
half cup butter, one-half cup grated 
(Uiocolate, two teasi)oonfuls of flour. 
Boil the molasses, biitter, flour and 
sugar for iifteen minutes. 
Btir the 
chocolate into the milk and iiour into 
the boiling syrup. 
Boil all together 
till done. 
Add one teaspoonful vanil- 
la just before it is poured out. 
Cool 
in buttered pans.

The richest mine owners -will 
compare favorably, in wearing a])parel, 
to the common tram])s of Seattle. 


haven't been idle since I arrived 
here, I can assure you,

out a town lot in the resident portion 
of this fair city, 50x60 feet in size.

Three Propositions AiToctlnor 
Cuba 
Introduced lu the Senate. 


Wednesday of last week was a dull 
day in both houses. 
The house passed 
the District of Columbia appropriation 
bill and took up the fortiflcations bill. 
Mr, Fischer, of New York, urged the 
erection of a fort In New York harbor. 
The senate passed most of the day In 
executive session, discussing the Ha- 
waiian treaty. 


In the senate on Thursday Mr. Caf- 
fery, of Louisiana, spoke in support of 
the committee report excluding Henry 
W. Corbett as 
senator 
from Oregon, 
doclaring that the governor 
had 
no 
right to appoint, even though the leg- 
islature failed in its duty to elect a 
senator. 
The 
agricultural 
appropria- 
tion bill was passed. 
The house osten^ 
Blbly considered the fortifications ap- 
propriations bill, while members made 
political speeches on 
prosperity. 
Mr. 
Simpson, 
of 
Kansas, 
declared 
that 
Chairman Dingley. of the ways and 
means committee, wore an English hat. 
Mr. Dingley explained that the hat was 
made in New York, with a 
London 
trademark to please Anglomaniacs. 


On Friday the house devoted meet 
of the day to the passing of 18 of the 24 
private pension bills favorably acted 
upon a week before. 
There was a long 
discusión on the approaching sale of 
the Kansas Pacific road on the gov- 
ernment's foreclosure. 
In the senate 
Mr, Lindsay replied to the resolution 
of the Kentucky legislature demand- 
ing his resignation on account ot his 
views in opposition to free coinage of 
silver. 
He declared that he was elect- 
ed to represent Kentucky, rather than 
its legislature, and would continue to 
do so. 


On Saturday last the house passed 
the fortifications 
appropriations 
bill, 
carrying 
$4.144,912, 
against 
§9,157,141 
last year. Senate was not in session. 


Monday of this v/eek in the senate 
Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, offered an

offered a resolution that this country 
recognize Cuba on March 4 next, and 
assert its independence 90 days later.

that the*war must cease at once, else 
this country will restore peace. 
The 
house considered the Aldrlch-PloWman 
»ontested election case, from Alabama, 


Goi*man liotallatlon. 


Berlin, Feb. 5.--The vigorous protests 
ef Andrew D. White, the United States 
ambassador, were successful In secur- 
ing a modification of the order of Dr, 
Mlquel, Prussian minister of finance, 
In wholly excluding American fruits. 
The bundesrath modified the order by 
providing for in.spectIon of American 
fruits, they to be excluded only when 
diseased. It Is believed, however, that 
this will be construed into practical pro- 
hibition, in retaliation for tho American 
system of discriminating duties on su- 
gar from bounty paying nations.
